But few people have an approximate 
idea of the amount of money expended 
annually upon our streets-to keep them 
in repair nnd make their appearance 
■pectable 

In the course of a year's time the stn 
in the central part of the city, where t 
lie is constant, are practically worn < 
and have to be mended and patched until 
it almost amounts to making a new 
The thoroughfares, such as wo now have, 
are an ever present annoyance to public- 
spirited citizens and a burden to the tax- 
payers. 

The most expedient way out of the dif- 
ficulty is to pave tho streets with brick. 
To do this, of course, the city would be 
compelled to go quite hugely in debt, 
suggestion of this kind always meets with 
serious objection, but if the taxpayers, 
who are the most directly interested 
parties, will consider the matter carefully 
they wi',1 see that it is to their advantuge 
to replace the old fashioned rock-bed 
roads with tome of the modern styles of 
paviug. This once done the cost of 
maintenance would be comparatively 
trifling, and we would be free from those 
two extremely disagreeable elements, 
dual and mud. 

The rock which is used is quarried 
some distance from the city. It then 
must be broken, hauled in anil scultcicd

a abort time it becomes ground up into 
tine particles, and in dry weather, unless 
frequently sprinkled, the dust is unbeara 
ble.

The Steamer Guiding Star, With Over 
One Hundred People Aboard,

Poikt Plkasaht, Mo.,. Tan. 17.— Forty 
cabin passengers and the crow of the 
Guiding Star are in hourly danger of 
being swallowed up in tho icy waters 
of the Mississippi. Stranded in the cen- 
ter of the river, with a terrible hole cut 
in her side by the ice, and in such a . 
aitlon that nobody can go to her help, 
the palatial steamer, with her hui 
freight, may go to the bottom at any 
minute. 

The boat lies in the middle of 
the Mississippi river at a point 
about 82 miles below Cairo. There she 
is anchored with her head 4X feet 
the reef of the bar. There is 15 feot of 
water at her stern, and this has resulted 
in the parting of her fore and aft hog 
chains. Her carpenter is Joe Graham, 
who Is also a diver, and on his work 
centers all hope of saving the boat 

On account of the heavy run of ice, 
however, it is a matter of the gravest 
doubt whether or not he will be able to 
make a move, and it is generally ac- 
cepted that the steamer will be lost 

AH fears now are given for the safety 
of the passengers and crew. 

Disabled in mid-stream, with great 
cakes of ice grinding and crushing on 
all sides of her, it is not only impossible 
to reach her with help from the shore, 
but it is equally impossible for anybody 
on board to do anything looking to- 
ward escape. 

The situation is a frightful one and 
news from the helpless steamer is anx- 
iously awaited. 

The Guiding Star is one of the finest 
steamers that travel on the Ohio. Dur- 
ing the summer she is in the Coney is- 
land trade at Cincinnati, and during the 
winter runa to New Orleans. She la 
owned by Capt J. D. Hegler, Thomas 
B. Pax ton and others, and is insured 
for »15,000. Her crew are all from Cin- 
cinnati and vicinity, and she was on 
ber way from New Orleans to Cincin- 
nati 

She has 1,200 Urns of sugar and mo- 
lasses bound for Cincinnati, and many 
of her passengers are Cincinnati people. 
Capt J. D. Hegler is in command, while 
his son Harry is chief clerk. 

The Guiding Star is the running mate 
of the New Mary Houston. Singularly 
enough, her disaster follows close upon 
the heels of the accident to the Hous- 
ton. 

Later— The passengers and crew of the 
Guiding Star haw been taken off, but 
the boat is in a bad condition. 

Lizard -kin Trail? Ilnomlng. 

St. Louis, Jan. 17 — A City of Mexico 
dispatch nays: According to statistics 
Just received by the general government 
from tho state of Tabasco, MiO.OOO liz- 
ard skins were shipped to the United 
States from that state last year. This 
peculiar industry is carried on by hun- 
dreds of natives, who capture the wild 
tropical lirard without difficulty. Thou- 
sands of the skins are marketed In 
Mexico, while large quantities ore ex- 
ported to European countries. It is 
estimated that fully o.OOO.OOO lizards 
were slaughtered for their skins in the 
state of Tabasco alone last year. The 
Industry is very profitable and is grow- 
ing rapidly.

THE NIAGA RA I CE BRIDGE. 

ntures of a Hotel Clark- 
Looked for Ml.- tha 

Bt'FKAixj, N. Y., J»n. 17.— The toe 
bridge at Niagara Falls Is one of the 

most ample and substantial seen for 
years. The steady zero weather of 
the past woek has filled the up- 
per river with ice, which is pour- 
ing over the falls in vast quantities and 
adding eitch hour to the Jam which is 
called the "bridge." The process of 
formation thns goes on, the latest ar- 
rival of ice being carried under that 
which Is stationary and gradually 
raising the whole up higher and high- 
er. The heavy fall of snow and the 
clouds of mist from the falls which set- 
tle on the top, freezing as fast as they 
fall, form a natural cement 

Many parties of tourists visited Niag- 
ara within the past few days to view 
th* les bridge and its attendant scene- 
of them have had perilous 
i in their foolhordy endeav- 
ors to get near to tho foot of the falls 
by venturing on the ice. Young Sar- 
gent » hotel clerk here, eclipsed all ex- 
ploits by crossing a smaller ice bridge 
that had formed abreast of Goat island 
and extended toward the Canadian 
shore, under the Biddle staircase, near 
the table rock. On his return, he stated 
that the grandeur of the scene he wit- 
nessed along the shore well repaid him 
for tho danger lie underwent. 

To give an idea of the real danger 
Sargent passed through, some of the ice 
floated off the small section on which he 
stood and went whirling down until it 
reached the large ice bridge, when it 
disappeared under the Ice and camo out 
on the other side. Had the young man 
been caught on one of these pieces, his 
death would have been certain. Three 
hours after he returned to the shore, 
all the stationary ice which he had 
traversed broke away and was sucked 
under the ice bridge and went down 
stream. A party of New Yorkers 
wanted Sargent to take them out on 
the route he made, but when they 
reached Prospect Point they found, in- 
stead of the ice, a swift rushing river.

WAR IN HAYTI. 

A Long Threatened Revolution 
Breaks Out. 



The People Dissatisfied With the Ad- 
ministration of Hippolyte. 



Port an Prince. Another I prUIng Took 
Plaea Near *t. Jnlehael-Hlppolyte 
lo Danger of Loalng Hla Life. 

Pokt au PKjrCS, Jan. 17.— A long- 
thre»tened uprising against Prince Hip- 
polytes government is on. A battle 
was fought Monday in the village of 
Lanse de Neau, near here. The presi- 
dent Issued orders for troops to be sent 
to the place at once. Presently a little 
army of 800 soldiers and twenty com- 
manding officers were on the way. 

While fighting was in progress at this 
point newa waa received at Port au 
Prince of another uprising near St 
Michael. Troops were under orders to 
leave Monday night to suppress the re- 
bellion, and they will be hastened with 
all the speed the limited facilities of the 
republic afford. 

Notwithstanding the encouraging 
terms in a manifesto of the president, 
he is undoubtedly fearful of a general 
uprising, and is iu terror of his life. 
The guards about his house have been 
doubled, and other precautions taken to 
insure his personal safety. 

The discontent against the presi- 
dent is spreading all through the 
Republic. Many of his former 
adherents in the north have 
abandoned his support and like deser- 
tions are reported from the south. In 
the elections which were held Saturday 
Hippolyte's frienda and relatives were 
chosen deputies, but their success is 
due to a display of force at the polls 
which terrorized the voter* Armed 
troops were stationed at the polling 
places and at the point of the bayonet 
ballots were ordered to be cast for 
friends of Hippolyte. 

A MYSTERY. 

.lamea G. Klalnc'a Dlaeaae Knowo Only 
to Ilia Ihyalrlan. and Family. 

Washington, Jan. 17.— Shortly after 
9 o'clock Monday night Dr. Johnston 
made s brief call at the Hlaine mansion. 
When he left the house he told a re- 
porter that Mr. Hlaine was somewhat 
stronger than he was Monday morning. 
His condition was about the same as 
Sunday. Mr. Blaine's disease remains 
a mystery to all but the family and the 
attending physicians. The latter de- 
cline, without the express authority of 
the family, to divulge the nature of the 
complaint which has now kept their 
patient continuously in bed for four or 
five weeks, with constantly diminishing 
strength and frequent "sinking spell," 
threatening immediate dissolution. 

It was hoped Monday, when the phy- 
sicians announced that at a specified 
hour they would be prepared to issue a 
fuller statement than had hitherto been 
given that some facts would be allowed 
to transpire which would satisfy the 
natural desire of the public to ascertain 
the truth in regard to the illness of one 
of its most distinguished citizens, and 
at the same time stop the crop of con- 
tradictory and sensatioual rumors now 
prevailing. 

This anticipation was not realized. 
There was a delay in the issue of the 
promised bulletin, and when it did ap- 
pear it contained nothing but what had 
previously been made known. 

Mr. Maine has at various times in re- 
cent years been treated by physicians 
other than those in immediate attend- 
ance upon him at the present time.
